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H E King parted from hence the 26th inſtant for Breda where 
His Majeſty intends to ſtay till Sunday next » and then to go on 
for Flanders, to Head the Army, which is drawing together for 
the Relief of Mont; Ten Thouſand Brandenburghers quartered 
in the Countrey of Liege, are already advanced as far as Leewwe, and the 
reſt of the Forces march with ſuch Diligence, that they wii. he to morrow - 
at their place of Rendezvous, between Louvain and Bruſſels, and rogether 
make a Body of 50000 Men, without reckoning the Scots Regiments that 
are newly arrived at Sluyce in Flanders. 

In the mean time we have this Account of the Siege. On the 1 5th in- 
ſtant Aton, was inveſted by the French Horſe; The next day r art of their 
Foot came up, as the reſt did the day following, and took cheir ſeveral 
Poſts. On the 19th the Enemy began to work or-their Line of Circum- 
vallation, having for that purpoſe ſummon'd in ſeveral thouſends of Cotin- 
trey People. On the 22d the French King arrived in he Camp, and it 
was thought the Trenches would have been epen'd that day, but it was 
not done till the 25th at Night, when the Enemy began likewiſe to play up- 
on the Town from three Batteries, but one of their Batteries ſunk and diſ- 
mounted their Cannon. The F rench K ing did not ſtay 10 the Camp, but 
went to St. Guiſlain, where he has his Quarters z and the Dauphin his at 
Maubeuge, 

On the other ſide the Town is well fortified, and has in it a Garriſon of 
7000 Men, beſides the Burghers, who make as conſiderable a Body, are 
moſt of them Men well Diſciplined and experienced in War, and very re- 
ſolute and active in the Defence of the Place, in order whereunto they 

have uncovered their houſes, and unpaved the Streets, to hinder the effects 
" ofthe Enemies Bombs. They are very well Stored with Provifions and 
Ammunition, and the Prince de Bergue, the Governor, has ſent Word 


to the Governor of Flanders, that he wants nothing, and doubts not but 
to give the Enemy work enough. The Beſieged have made two Sallies, in 8 
which, tis ſaid, they have killed 700 of the French, and very bravely ;

repulſed the Enemy, in an Attack they made upon 
| all Redoubt which lies at ſome little diſtance from the Town, and in this 
laſt Aion the French loſt almoſt a whole Regiment, and tis very confi- 
dently reported that their Famous Enginier Monſieur Vauban was likewiſe 
killed here, Several Spaniſh Officers are got into the Town ʒ From whence 
in a word, we have as good an Account of things as can be expected.
